Dear  Sirs 

It  seems  to  me  that  a  serious  effort  should  be 
made  to  solve  the  transportation  problem  of  our  city# 

Since  the  proposals  to  purchase  the  Toronto  Railway  were 
made  different  plans  have  been  suggested,  and  with  the 

discussion  of  these  plans  the  public  mind  has  beoome  con¬ 
fused  bo  that  leadership  is  practically  impossible#  I 
cannot  think  of  anything  more  injurious  to  the  general  wel- 
farethan  that  an  attempt  should  be  made  to  get  an  expres¬ 
sion  of  opinion  under  such  circumstances#  I  have  thought 

it  wise,  therefore,  to  write  asking  you  to  act  with  four 
others,  who  are  to  be  a  representative  of  the  Board  of 
Trade,  a  representative  of  the  Manufacturers*  Association, 
a  representative  of  the  Trades  and  Labor  Council,  and  the 
Cfelef  Justioe  of  Ontario,  as  a  commission,  for  the  purpose 
of  making  a  study  of  all  the  available  material,  and,  with 
all  the  assistance  that  the  members  of  the  commission  may 
desire,  of  making  a  recommendation  to  the  citizens  of  Toronto 
as  to  what  is  the  best  course  to  pursue  under  all  the  circum¬ 
stances# 

I  feel  confident  that  a  commission  of  disinterested 
men  representing  the  various  classes  of  the  community,  would 
be  able  to  make  an  impartial  study  of  the  whole  situation 
and  from  that  study  deduce  something  which  would  carry  the 
confidence  of  the  ratepayers  of  this  City# 

May  I  ask  the  favor  of  an  early  consideration  of 
this  suggestion,  so  that  we  may  arrive  at  a  decision  without 
any  unnecessary  delay#
